I 
shall come back’to my old father and mother 
—come back to thee,‘and we shall he happy 




“Never, Bertel! — never! When once 
yoH have gone, there is no more happiness 
for us. In heaven we may all meet again ; 
on earth, never! 0 no, never more will you 

see in this life either your parents or your 
poor broken-hearted Amalie! ” — aud again 
her sobs hurst forth. 

Thorvaldsen abruptly roRe from his chair 
and paced the room in agitation, lie was 
much distressed, and once or twice he glanc¬ 
ed at Amalie with evident hesitation. His 
past life, the pleasures of his youth, the en¬ 
deared scenes and friends of his childhood, 
the affection of Amatic, the anguish of his 
parents at the approaching separation, all 
vividly passed in review, and whispered to 
him to stay and be happy in the city of his 
birth. But a vision of Rome rose also, and 
beckoned him thither to earn renown, wealth, 
and earthly immortality. The pride of con¬ 
scious genius swelled his soul, and he felt 
that the die was cast forever. 

He reseated himself by the side of Amalie, 
and once more took her hand. She looked 
up, and in one glanee read his inmost 
thoughts. “ Go,” said she, go and fulfil your 
destiny. God’s will be done ! You will be¬ 
come a great man—you will be the compan¬ 
ion of princes and of kings, and your name 
will extend the fame of your country to the 
uttermost parts of the earth.

A GREAT WOLF HUNT.

On Friday last, a party of hunters bent on 
having a short season of sport, with a fine 
pock of hounds and good, trusty- rifles, left 
village, and proceeded up Trout Creek, 


pursuit of the mountain deer. After making 
the. necessary preperations, Messrs. Albert 
Burrows ami M. R. Wheeler were sent upon 
the mountain-side to start the hounds, while 
Messrs. Solomon Bowles and Arnold Wool- 
lertou, took up different points along the 
creek to watch for the deer.

...cnct'd, before game of another and more 
valuable kind was aroused and judging from 
the noise and confusion that it was unsafe 
for him to remain in hi* old quarters, n wolf 
of the largest and most ferocious of his 
species, wns soon discovered making his way 
to the creek, with the evident intention of 
crossing to the opposite mountain. Mr. 
Woolerton awaited his approach, and fired 
upon him at a distance of about twelve rods.

But ho 
had scarcely reloaded his rifle, when the wolf 
began to make off, occasionally falling, until 
lie had crossed the creek, when he made di- 
reclly for the mountain.

Bnt our intrepid hunters were in no ways 
dismayed. With giant strides and buoyant 
hopes,’ they eagerly kept up the chase, and 
faltered not, until the shades of the sotting 
sun forewarned them of the approach of night, 
and they were compelled to leave the trail, 
in the neighborhood of Chamberlain’s creek. 
Repairing to the residence of S. Chamhelain, 
about three miles distant, they passed the 
night, and early the next morning, after par¬ 
taking bountifully of the hospitality of their 
generous host, and his more than kind lady, 
they proceeded at once to the point they had 
left the night before, aDd re-commenced the 
chase. 

Following the trail in the direction of 
Walton mountain, they found, when in aliout 
one mile mid a half from the summit, in a 
thicket of low hemlocks, where the wolf 
had for the first time lain down and bled 
profusely, and so on at different places, spots 
were found where he had made a lied in the 
snow, all of which contained fresh blood.

He then 
took up his direction over a deep ravine, and 
through a windfall, and as Wheeler came 
upon the bank of the ravine, he discovered

Wheeler left Burrows on the trail, and pass¬ 
ing over the point of the mountain, in¬ 
tercepted his passage and got ahead of him; 
but the wind blowing directly from Wheeler 
to the wolf, caused him to change his direc¬ 
tion and take his back track. Wheeler then 
ran to the foot of the steepest part *ot'the 
mountain, while Burrows, imitating the bark¬ 
ing of a dog, wheeling and turning as the 
wolf did, and Wheeler at the same time 
keeping below the wolf, they cornered him 
so closely that he was obliged to take refuge 
in the first hiding place that presented itself, 
which proved to be a large den in a ledge of 

Having thus “ holed ” their game, the toc¬ 
sin was sounded to inform Bowles and Wool¬ 
lerton of the feet, who were stationed below 
to cut off retreat in that quarter, and they 
immediately started for the scene of action. 
Now came, the tug of war. Burrows and 
Wheeler, after holding council, commenced 
reconnoiteriug the den, crawling in to make 
what discoveries they could without a light. 
After a sufficient survey, Wheeler crawled 
into the den, and lighted a candle, which, 
with much foresight he had previously pro¬ 
cured, he placed it in the end of a split stick, 
about eight or ten feet in length, and u|ion 
“ all fours” crept into the den a distance of 
eighteen or twenty feet, then turning nearly 
at right angles some eight or ten feet, he dis¬ 
covered the whereabouts of the wolf. Mak¬ 
ing the feet known to Burrows, who was 
close behind him, he called for his rifle, 
which being handed him, he fired at such 
part of the wolf os was presented to his 
view ; the discharge of the gun blew out the 
candle, and they were thus left in total dark- 


All was perfectly silent, when Wheeler 
again lighted a candle, and soon discovered 
the wolf lying in about the same position as 
before, hut drawn as closely into the corner 
of the den as possible. Wheeler then think¬ 
ing that perhaps the wolf might be dead, 
preeeeded cautiously to examine his pulse. 
Crawling still further into the den, he found 
that the position of the tvolf was such that 
it.might be unsafe to feel for his pulse at any 
other part than at the extreme end of his 
tail, accordingly he took up that necessary 
nppendage very gently, hut had not time to 
feel the pulsations before the wolf gave evi¬ 
dent signs of being yet alive and kicking, 
and endeavored to force himself still further 
into the den. Wheeler then drew back and 
called for another rifle. 

Burrows then came alongside of Wheeler 
and fired at the wolfi which again put out 
the light, and left them in a still more critical 
condition than before. Again lighting the 
candle, Wheeler proceeded a second time to 
examine his patient, and, upon taking him 
by the tail, found neither of the shots proved 
fatal. Getting somewhat out of patience at 
the obstinacy of the wolf in refusing to yield 
after receiving so many shots, Wheeler took 
another gun front Burrows, and placed the 
muzzle within six inches of the wolf and 
fired. In hunter parlance, this last shot 
“ fetched ” him. Wheeler then took hold of 
the wolf, nnd Burrows seized Wheeler by the 
heels; Bowles and Woollerton by this time 
had arrived at the month of the cave, and 
crawling in, took hold of Burrows, and thus 
nfter a brief struggle, the wolf was drawn 
from his hiding place, hut not without lear- 


quictly resigning his breath, and passing to 
that bourne from which no wolf wns ever 
known to return, Bowles, with heroic cour¬ 
age, instinctively seized his rifle nnd shot him 
through the neck. Thus all the hunters hnd 
the extreme satisfaction of giving the wolf a 
mortal wound, and the exciting cliase will 
hereafter form the topic of an excellent fire¬ 
side tale which will bear handing down from 
father to son, to many generations. 

Our hunters swelled with pride and victo- 
tory, brought their prize to this village, where 
it became the observed of all observers, and 
is yet to be seen, as fine a specimen of the 
wolf kind as the woods of old Delaware ev¬ 
er produced. 


COLORED CONVENTION AT CIN¬ 
CINNATI 

A large State convention wns lately held 
there. The following extract from a letter 
from Cassius M. Clay is published: 

“ For my part, much as I sympathize with 
Hungary and her noble sons, 1 have just as 
much heart for the wrongs of Africa nnd her 
sons.' I care nothing for that “right” which 
regards caste—nothing for that philanthropy 
which extends not to all clinics and colors 
I have uo faith in the |teriiiaiient inferiority of 
nations. Virtue, patience, energy, self-de¬ 
nial, and an eternal purpose to improve, may 
place the African where the Saxon now is! 
While the opposite vices may degrade the 
Saxon below the African- I avoid no re¬ 
sponsibility—my advice shall be given a« 
freely as it is asked. So fer as morals are 
concerned, you will find the best guide in the 
Christian teaching. So far as social interests 
are concerned, you have a long probation 
before you. So long ns the slavery of your 
race exists, I regard social equality, even in 
the free States, as impossible, But, as Burns 
has it, “ A mail’s a man for a’ that.” I would 
advise universal education, as the first desid¬ 
eratum, rigid economy in dress and all lux- 


“ The blacks should get moneys Let them 
go into trade, become farmers, manufactur¬ 
ers ; when capital and employments are 
lacking, let them combine and thus reduce 
the expense of living, and increase the pro¬ 
ductive power. With regard to ‘political 


rights’ you must bide your time. The best 
road to political elevation lies through the 
road of industry and self-respect, which will 
at least wear us into a generous magnanimi¬ 
ty. Above all, let me, who am regarded 
(unjustly though it be) as a man of blood, 
urge upon you obedience to the law. After 
a while, if your oppressors do not kuock off 
your chains, you will outgrow then*! And 
may God defend the right ? ” 

Letters were also read in the Convention 
from B. F. Wade, United States Senator, and 
from Messrs. L. D. Campbell, Chas. Durkee, 
Dr. Townshend, and Horace Mann, Repre- 
sentitive in Congress. The two first named 
urge the blacks to devote themselves to in¬ 
dustry in the mechanic arts, agriculture and 
trade* and to promote universal education 
among themselves; and all of the letters en¬ 
courage hopes that a better future awaits the 
colored race in this country.

But if be can¬ 
not personally address the Association of the 
Friends of Hungary in every locality, he can 
and will acknowledge, by letter, any contri¬ 
butions of “ material aid ” for obtaining the 
freedom of his beloved Fatherland; or, 
wherever he may be, will in person receive 
your deputations for this purpose. We hope 
therefore, that you will not delay your active 
co-operation until the arrival of Gov. Kos¬ 
suth among you, hut that you will form your¬ 
selves into Associations of Friends ot Hun¬ 
gary, and send your contributions to him as 
soon as possible. 

We have hearil and seen Louis Kossuth, 
the great Apostle of Freedom ; we have lis¬ 
tened to his moving appeals; and our hearts 


have thrilled beneath his soul-stirring elo¬ 
quence. We have confidence in the justice 
of the cause he advocates; and we feel con¬ 
vinced of his honor, his devotion and his 
noble disinterestedness. We regret that every 
one cannot hear him, and thus be moved by 
the magic of his living presence ; hut you 
have all doubtless read the addresses be has 
delivered since his arrival in the United 
States, nnd consequently no labored argu¬ 
ment by us is necessary to excite your sym¬ 
pathy in behalf of his oppressed country. 

In the Providence of God, we are permit¬ 
ted to enjoy the blessings of a free Govern¬ 
ment. In the midst of our prosperity let us 
not forget that there was a dark and dread¬ 
ful hour in the annals of our country—when 
her truest and bravest sons almost despaired.

We come now to treat, more particularly, 
of Husband and Wife, and shall inquire, first, 
how marriages may be made, which will be 
interesting to lovers: secondly, how marria¬ 
ges may be dissolved, which will be interest¬ 
ing to happy couples: and lastly, what are 
the legal effects of marriage, which will be 
interesting to those who have extravagant 
vines, for whose debts the husbands" are 


To make a marriage, three things are re¬ 
quired : first, that the parties trill marry ; sec¬ 
ondly, that they can ; and thirdly, that they 
do ; though to us it seems that if they do, it 
matters little whether they will , and that if 
they veill, it is of little consequence whether 
they can; for if they do and will, they roust; 
because where there is a trill there is a nay, 
and therefore they can if they choose ; and if 
they don’t, it is because they won’t, which 
brings us to the conclusion ; and if they do 
it is absurd to speculate upon whether they 
will or can marry. 

Jt has been laid down very clearly in the 
books, that in general all pci sous are able to 
marry, unless they are unable, nnd the fine 
old constitutional maxim, that “a man may 
not marry his grandmother,” ought to be 
written in letters of gold over every domes¬ 
tic hearth in the nation. There are some 
legal disabilities to a marriage, such, for ex¬ 
ample, as the slight impediment of lieing 
married already ; and one or two other ob¬ 
stacles, which are too well known to require 
dwelling on. 

If a father’s heart should happen to be par¬ 
ticularly flinty, a child under age has no rem¬ 
edy ; but a strong hearted guardian may be 
macadamised by the Court of Chancery; 
that is to say, a marriage to which he objects 
may t»e ordered to take place, in spite of him. 
Another incapacity is want of sense in either 
of rhe parlies; hut if want of sense really 
prevented a marriage from taking place, 
there would he an end to half the matches 
that are entered into. 

gf Divorce is a hiximry confined only to those 
who can nfford to |>ay for it; and a husband 
is compelled to allow money, called alimouy 
—to the wife he seeks to be divorced front. 
Marriages, it is said, are made in heaven.— 
We are extremely sorry for it, for very many 
of the alliances reflect no great credit on the 

A husband and wife are one in law— 
though there is often anything but unity in 
other matters. A man cannot enter into a 
legal agreement with his wife, but they often 
enter into disagreements which are thorough¬ 
ly mutual. If the wife be in debt before 
marriage, the husband in making love to the 
lady, has been actually courting the cogno¬ 
vits she may have entered into; and if the 
wife he under an obligation for which she 
might be legally sued, the husband finds him¬ 
self the victim of an unfortunate attach¬ 
ment. A wife cannot be prosecuted without 
the husband, unless he is dead in law; and 


or against one another, though a wife some¬ 
times gives evidence of the bad taste of the hus¬ 
band in selecting her. 


O’CONNELL’S LAST APPEARANCE IN 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

In Mr. Disraeli’s book there is a touching 
sketch of Daniel O’Connell’s last appearance 
in the Hons© of Commons. Here it fe: 

“He sat in an unusual place—in that gen¬ 
erally occupied by the leader of the opposi¬ 
tion, and spoke from the red box, convenient 
to him from the number of documents to 
which he had to refer. His appearance was 
of great debility and the tones of life voice 
were very still. His words indeed, only 
reached those who were immediately around 
him, and the tninistera sitting on the other 
side of the green table, and listening with 
that interest and attention which became the 
occasion. It was a strange and touching 
spectacle to those who rememliered the form 
of colossal energy and the clear and thrilling 
tones that had once startled, disturbed, and 
controlled senates. Mr. O’Connell was on 
his legs for nearly two hours, assisted occa¬ 
sionally in the managements of his docu¬ 
ments by some devoted aide-de camp. To 
the house generally it wus a performance of 
dumb show, a feeble old man muttering be¬ 
fore a table; but respect for the great par¬ 
liamentary personage kept all os orderly 


if die fortuues of a party hung upon life 
rhetoric ; and though not an accent reached 
the gallery, means were taken that next 
morning the country should not lose the last 
and not the least interesting of the speeches 
of one who hnd so long occupied and agita¬ 
ted the mind of nations.” 

Our readers will well remember the time 
when Daniel O'Connell was the greatest ora¬ 
tor in Britain — when the world was full of 


bis praise. There are some in tins country 
who saw him at the World’s Anti-Slavery 
Convention in London, when he stood up in 
defence of liberty over the whole world!— 
Also how he sent back with indignation, the 
money sent by American slaveholders to 
help Irish liberty—“the blood-stained mon¬ 
ey” as old giant O’Connell called it. The 
contrast between the old man’s last appear¬ 
ance in the House, and his former Bplendid 
triumphs there, must have indeed been great.

KNOWLEDGE FROM BOOKS. 

It has been calculated that to read the 
works on history alone which are extant, 
would require the devotion of a man’s life, 
admitting that he lived to the age of oue hun¬ 
dred years, and spent fourteen hours of each 
day at the task. Perhaps this estimate is fer 
short of the truth. In works of philosophy 
and .science a corresponding length of time 
would be required. Hence the value of en¬ 
lightened and investigating minds, which 
ran present in a condensed and clearly de¬ 
fined manner the results at which they have 
arrived by an elaborate course of study.— 
Hence, too, the utility of those minds,which, 
without the talent to create or produce, can 
judiciously gather precious extracts from the 
works of others, and present them in an at¬ 
tractive form. Ordinary minds without these 
aids would pause as they glanced at the vast 
volumes which lay before them, and shrink 
from the task in despair. Thus, knowledge 
would be withheld ftoni the masses of man¬ 
kind. But, to counteract this, Providence 
has widely distributed the gifts of intellect, 
imparting various kinds and degrees of men¬ 
tal power, and directing their tendenci s and 
tastes to different ends to render them sub¬ 
servient to the uses of mankind. Borne were 
born to create, others to apply, their ideas to 
practical uses, and to Urine them home to 
the understandings of all. The first may be 
the highest order of minds, as it is the most 
rare; but to the last the world fe indebted 
for much of the wisdom it possesses,and the 
great truths by which it is enlightened. 


The Exploration of the China Seas. 

The following is Mr. Sewards report to the 
United states Senate on this subject. It wiT 
be found to contain interesting facts. 

The Committee on Commerce, to whom wa 
referred several memorials of merchants, un¬ 
derwriters, and others, praying for an explora¬ 
tion and reconnbi8gance of such parts of th'- 
Cbina boas, Straits of Gasper and Java Sea, a 
lie directly in the route of vessels proceedin; 
to and from China, submit the following report 

“ That in the summer of 1848, Captain Hoyt 
of the whale ship Superior, penetrated the Arc 
tic Ocean through Behring Strait, and encount 
ered all the dangers of a Polar Sea unexplored, 
but that his enterprise was richly rewarded, and 
that, siuce that time, a large and profitable fish 
ery has been created in the regions thns ex 
plored. That in this trade, during the last tw< 
years, there have been employed two hundred 
ninety-nine ships, eight thousand nine hundre. 
and seventy sean.en; and that the value of th 
ships and cargoes are soventecn and a half mil 
lions of dollars, and of the oil and whalebon- 
obtained about nine millions; but that the dis 
asters attending the trade have been unusuall_ 
calamitous. Seven vessels were wrecked with 
in the last year, and there are painful reports c 

There is no chart of these seas, and it is s 
manifestly the interest and duty of the Unite 
States to protect and foster so great a commei 
cial enterprise that the Committe do not thin 
it necessary to enlarge upon this subject. 

The trade with China and other Orientt 
States has received a new impulse from the col 
inization of California by the United State: 
under circumstances singularly propitious, an 
steam navigation is already opened with certai- 
prospects of a great and enduring enlargement 

But it is known to all persons engaged in the 
commerce, that the seas traversed are full t 
perils of which there is no sufficient warning i- 
existing charts or in the experience of navige 
tors. Every consideration of commercial inter 
est, of naval competition, and. of humanity, en 
joins upon the Government an exploration an 
reconnoisance of the seas also. A large i.lan. 
has recently been discovered (called Onsinia) i i 
the way to Japan and Northern China. It i- I 
supposed to be very fertile and densely inhabi j 
ted, but no .vessel has gone around the Islam [ 
and none touched its shores. It would be t 
incalculable benefit to the American tradeif th? [ 
island should be found to contain a good hni i 
bor and a hospitable people.

not be achieved by political oppression, which, 
by error and fear hinders the development of 
investigation. It can only be achieved when 
the nations on earth become free from oppres¬ 
sion and independent in their national concerns, 
because it is only under the protection of free 
institutions, in their turn, sgain, impossible 
without national independence. It is only up¬ 
on that basis that undivided freedom and per¬ 
sonal security can be thus developedand the 
free word and the free press, and popular edu¬ 
cation, so employed as to afford to individuals 
as well the insured right, as also the required 
intelligence, to come, by private judgment, to 
that knowledge and to that conviction of the 
true word which it is your happy privilege to 
preach and my consolation to share. It is, 
therefore, not without motive that the minis¬ 
ters of the Gospel sympathise with freedom and 
national independence on earth. Oppression is 
always accompanied, in the masses, either by 
superstition or by impious unbelief. Freedom 
inspires the heart with thankfulness to God and 
developes tho religious instinct, unconscious in 
itself, to a conscious belief. By freedom, relig¬ 
ion becomes a conviction of the mind, warmed 
at the purest flame of the heart Let me there¬ 
fore entreat you, reverend gentlemen, to go on 
by your decisive authority, and by the devoted 
energy congenial to your holy mission, to sup¬ 
port that cause which you honor and sanctify 
by your approbation. Believe me, that in do¬ 
ing this you plan in the most effective manner 
the way to the victory of lha* which you, rev¬ 
erend sirs, have so truly termed the hope of all 
that is bright in the future of nations, os well 
as blissful in the immortality of man. If it be 
indeed true, as you said, that religion can never 
cease to be republican, then what on the earth 
could promote the spreading triumph of this 
religion more than to see the republic of the 
United States, influenced by the practical vir¬ 
tue of Christian brotherly love to become the 
basis of international laws ? Upon that basis 
the true word of God had spread with gigantic 
strength, because it would become the safeguard 
of national independence—that indispensable 
condition of free institutions on earth, which 
are in their turn indispensable to the develop¬ 
ment of the judgment necessary to the under¬ 
standing of tho true religion. It would Bprcad 
not upon the basis of sanguinary conquest, but 
upon the basis of that morality, sanctified by 

principle of Christian virtue. He who will he 
the instrumentality of Providence for raising 
that fundamental principle of Christian virtue 


into the code ot international law, will be like 
a new' VVicklilfe, a new Huss, a new Luther, a 
new Calvin—in a word, a new reformer. How 
glorious if that reformer be not a man, but a 
nation —absorbing even here, as it should every 
where, individual greatness by the greatness of 
a whole people’s common spirit! The nation 
of this republic has this glory within the reach 
of its hands. I beseech God that He will give 
it the will to doit. Gentlemen, I have been of¬ 
ten told that your nation loves to be called a 
great nation, and often I have heard it praised 
as such. Allow me to remark that there is on¬ 
ly one means to prove it to be a great nation, 
and that is to act as a great nation should. And, 
that respect, allow mo humbly to call your 


earnest consideration to a suggestion. War... 
oh warn, ye ministers of the gospel, your nation 
against all overshadowing materialism! And, 
as you, sir, have alluded, also, to the erroneous 
doctrine of socialism, lot me assure you that no¬ 
thing is more hostile to the greatness of a na¬ 
tion, and nothing more apt to spread socialistic 
aspirations among the poorer classes, than to 
see the richer classes ruled in their action by 
materialism, which leaves no place to nobler as¬ 
pirations in man’s heart. There is a dangerous 
enemy to tho practical triumph of the true 
W ord of God, worthy of the most earnest con¬ 
sideration of the ministers of the Word of God. 
Reverend gentlemen, I thankfully acknowledge 
the immense benefit of this solemn manifesta- 
ion.

It was referred to the Committee on the Judi- 
c iary.

Mr. Seward said thnt as Congress had sent a 
national vessel to Asia for Kossuth, had invited 
hiA to Washington end received him as their 
guest, it was due to the self-respect of the Sen¬ 
ate to receive and treat his thanks with all 
proper courtesy. 

Mr. Butler said that in the letter of Kossuth 
he assumes that we received him as the repre- 
sentajjive of his country. Now this was not the 
case. He was never received here in any such 
light. 

Mr. Downs said that after all the circum¬ 
stances of Kossuth’s invitation and reception 
by the Senate the expression of his thanks 
ought to be received and placed upon record. 

It would appear as if there was something 
poisonous in that name, for that Tionorablo Sen¬ 
ator always becomes agitated thereby.

a laud of liberty, and his own recreancy in not 
denouncing it. We thank the publisher for a 
copy as very valuable for reference, but wo do 
not agree with its censure of Kossuth. He has 
done right, and in the long run ten times more 
against slavery than a direct attack would have 
done, besides the only possible chance to effect 
his object for Hungary was to do as he has.—

MOB IN CLEVELAND. 

Rather a serious outbreak oecured in that 
city, Feb. 16, and it is not very surprising.— 
Portions of a human body were found on the 
premises of the Medical College, which were 
identified as those of a young lady who had re¬ 
cently died near there. This becoming quickly 
known, great numbers assembled round the 
building, stove in the windows and seriously 
threatened to destroy the college. The military 
were called out. A Committee of five citizens 
was appointed to search the whole building. 

“ In the dissecting-room, situated in the cock¬ 
loft of the building, the committee found the 
bodies of a man and woman, partly dissected, 
and in one comer a dry goods box filled with 
heads, feet, trunks and other portions of bodies 
—one of the committee recognized the hand of 
his own daughter by unmistakable marks.— 
The crowd now broke in ransacked the rooms 
and cast their contents from the windows. A 
full length skeleton was lashed to a barber’s 
pole and carried about the streets. The build¬ 
ing was twice fired, but extinguished. The 
light artillery and several companies have been 
called out, and are on guard as well as the city 
authorities. The mob has eontinoed through¬ 
out the day, and fears are entertained of an at¬ 
tack to-night.

THE LIQUOR LAW AND REFORM. 

The lessons of practical wisdom which onr 
famous law affords on the methods of sueeess- 
fuireform, should not be lost. And it is im¬ 
possible that a success so signal and glorious, 
should not suggest much which is valuable-, to 
Other moral causes. And this is of some pe¬ 
culiar interest in this State, for the desire has 
been often expressed that.we should also have 
the honor of leading the way to the triumph of 
the great cause of freedom. And if we can 
foam from our own experience how such things 
are done, we may demonstrate still more conclu¬ 
sively our rightful claim to our “ Dirigo." How 
then was it done ? 

The moral pavers, of society were generally 
given to it, and that gave it a strong basis on 
which it could reLy in any vicissitude. Though 
defeated it lived; though apparently declining, 
it had recuperative power and revived stonger 
than before. 

It had indomitable perseverance in its friends 
—often a religious self-sacrificing zeal, which 
no difficulties could shake, though patience was 
often sorely tried. 

Principle, not temporizing expediency, was 
its law. With this in its eye it struggled on 
against the sage advice of trimmers and quiet- 
ists, through Us “moderate” drinking period; 
then its “ardent spirits” era; then its “total ab¬ 
stinence,” its •• licence system, ’’its “ moral sua¬ 
sion” struggle, and various stages of restriction 
up to absolute prohibition and destruction.— 
Neither “ expediency” nor harmony was its 
highest law, hut Right —union or no union.— 
And,a remarkable fact, this we believe was in no 
case the discovery of moderate, conservative 
men, so called, but always of the radical work¬ 
ers. Where there is no Work there is no Wis¬ 
dom. 

The grumblers were never listened to. Along 
the path of this reform multitudes who were 
“as much in favor of temperance as anybody” 
were grumbling — grnmbling, at those who 
were always “going too fast.” who always icould 
spoil a good cause by being so radical—so ultra. 
And if the principle could not be controverted, 
they would often advocate that and be excel¬ 
lent temperance men, hut fight all the measures 
of others; then, if charged with being untrue 
to the cause, would gravely point to all they 
had said in its favor I Thus the cause was 
worked on by its icorkers against all this wisdom, 
counsel, and sage remonstrance of the whole 
grumbling hosts. 

The friends of this canse were willing when 
necessary to bear scorn, reproach, contemptto 
be hot only “thesong of the drunkard," hut 
the jeer of professedly good men; to he called 
« fanatics,” “ramrods,” or any thing else ; and 
we understand that Mr. Dow, as we do from 
slaveholders, even now receives ludicrous in¬ 
sulting caricatures from rummies. 

Courage was required to face hostility and 
heat it down ; tit resist the most depressing indif¬ 
ference, and fault-finding of good men who could 
not afford to impair or lose their in fluence; but . 
such men ns Mr. Dow dared to do right and 
let reputation take care of itself. Now sea 
the Tcsult! Now who has best consulted his 
“ influence?”—A lesson for everv man. 

This cause has triumphed by elevating Right 
above Party. So many men had taken that 
position thnt politicians and parties dared not 
longer defy them. This was the decisive act 

that secured the law. and hy this and this alono 

it lives. The old cry of ruin to a good cause by 
“carrying it into politics," was repudiated and 
it is now obsolete. 

Another thing of importance is obvious.— 
nad it not been for the opposition of good men, 
this law might and would have been enacted 
five or ten years ago, been sustained, and all 
this time exerting its blessed influence. The 
able Report of Oen. Appleton in the legislature 
some twelve years ago contained the essential 
principles of the present law ; but a more “mod¬ 
erate,” dallying; tampering,half-way policy wrs 
preferred and almost a generation of drinking 
men has perished, besides all the other conse¬ 
quences to families and society. This is the 
work of objectors and fearful friends of a good 
object. 

The moral of all is plain. When a thing 
needs to he done, do it. When an evil ought to 
be stopped, stop it, and do it by the natural, le¬ 
gitimate instrumentalities. 

The application of this experience to the 
slavery question is of great value. All that is 
requisite is for men enough of courage to take 
the Prohibitory Principle elevate it above Par¬ 
ty or Sect, and dare to advance with it beyond 
existing public opinion regardless of “influ¬ 
ence” and grumblers. When that day arrives 
this great reform will soon pass into another 
“ Maine Law.” For that it waits.

That is a ticket which every friend of liberty 
and justice could support with enthusiastic 
pleasure. How would health return through the 
withered viens of the republic at the elevation 
of such men in place of the servile agents of 
southern oppression ! If, however, any other 
shall be thought lo promise more for the cause 
of Righteous Government, the friends of Free 
Soil in Maine will cheerfully respond to that.

Mb. Editor: -As it may be interesting to 
some of your readers to read some particulars 
in relation to the ages, occupations, and poll- 
tics of4he Legislature, I send you ^follow¬ 
ing sketch for publication : # 

The Council consists of 3 merchants, 2 far¬ 
mers, 1 lumberman, and 1 inn-holder. 

The Senate consists of 13 merchants 9 far¬ 
mers, 3 lumbermen, 2 lawyers, 1 teacher, lship 
builder, 1 physician, and 1 blacksmith. 

The House of Representatives consists of 71 
farmers, 20 merchants, 14 lawyers, 5 clergy¬ 
men, 5 lumbermen, 4 teachers, 4 cordwainers, 

3 physicians,. 3 house carpenters, 2 mechanics, 

2 blacksmiths, 2 mariners, 1 civil engineer, 1 
clothier, 1 clerk, 1 editor, 1 tallow-chandler, 1 
wheelwright, and 1 painter. 

The oldest member of the Council, is 65, the 
youngest is 33, and the average age is 45. 

The oldest member of the Senate is 86, the 
youngest 27, and the average age is 44. 

The oldest member in the House is 66, the 
youngest 25, and the average age is 44. 

The Senate is composed of 26 democrats, 4 
whigs, and 1 free soil. The House is composed 
of 93 democrats, 49 whigs, and 9 free soil. 

The vote on the passage of the liquor law 
stood in the House, as follows: In fevor of the 
law, 39 farmers, 17 merchants, 6 lawyers, 6 
clergymen, 4 teachers, 3 physicians, 3 house 
carpenters, 2 mechanics, 1 cordwainer, 1 black¬ 
smith, I lumberman, 1 editor, 1 clothier, 1 clerk, 
and 1, occupation not known. Total 86, in¬ 
stead of 81, as reported. 

Against the law, 16 farmers, 11 merchants, 7 
lawyers, 2 lumbermen, 1 mariner, 1 blacksmith, 
1 civil engineer, and 1, occupation not known. 
Total, 40. 

There was a small skirmish in the House, 
yesterday, in relation to recommitting the 
“Gambling Bill.” Amotion for amendment 
had been previously made by Mr. Farley, of 
Newcastle, and subsequently to this, Mr. Chap¬ 
man of Biddeford, moved to recommit. The 
friends of the bill were desirous of taking the 
vote upon the amendment prior to that to re¬ 
commit; but, as a motion to recommit takes 
precedence, that must be first tried. 

The vote was tak en, the monitors returning 
the divisions, and declared in the affirmative — 
A question of error in the return of the vote 
was then raised, and the House decided to make 
it certain by taking the yeas and nays. The 
result was against recommitting, 54 voting in 
favor, 60 against it. Mr. Farley then with¬ 
drew his motion to amend, and Mr. Deane of 
Portland, moved to recommit. The House then 
adjourned. It is proper to say here, that many 
of the friends of the bill were absent, and a 
number, who will go for its passage when suit¬ 
ably amended, voted for its recommitment. For 
one, I am at a loss to discover anything to be 
gained on either aide of this question by any 
further debate, except to delay the time, and if 
not able to defeat, to embarrass and torment. 

The wisdom and ability of its opponents have 
been employed to thoir utmost; and the friends 
of the bill have as fully and promptly replied. 
The bill will go into the hands of the Commit¬ 
tee, we presume, to be reviewed and corrected 
in some points not very important, and then 
re-reported for final action. 

A communication was transmitted hy the 
Governor, yesterday, te both branches of the 
Legislature, from the Legislature of Alabama, 
in relation to a canal to connect the waters of 
tile Gulf of Mexico with tho Pacific Ocean. It 
was laid on the table, and ordered to be print¬ 
ed.

Batii Convention. —The Tribune says : 

“ The evening of the second day, which was 
the lost time the Convention met, was devoted 
to discussing the Fugitive Slave Law. On this 
point Mr. Tarbox Irom Sabatisville spoke quite 
at length, and stated many reasons why he dis¬ 
liked the Law. He was succeeded by Mr. 
Willey from Portland, who said some pretty 
hard things about the Fugitive Slave act, (we 
would not dignify it by the name of Law) and 
he would have said harder ones, but could not 
think of the words to do it. It was plain 
enough that it was in him, but could not get 
out by means so meagre as the English lan¬ 
guage. 

He bore on to tho Democrats pretty hard, and 
we were expecting everv moment he would 
tackle the Whigs. He did not happen to, how¬ 
ever. He will, without doubt, idemnify him¬ 
self for his forbearance on that occasion at some 
subsequent time. There was but little excre¬ 
ment attending the meeting, and as far as we 
know no personal abuse was dealt out, or ill 
feeling stirred up." 

Thanks to our contemporary for so fair a 
statement, except the alleged neglect of our 
whig friends. We did not mean to overlook 
them, and see not how we could while over¬ 
hauling the leading measure of their adminis¬ 
tration. But we are glad to see the Tribune 
speak so differently of that “Fillmore act” 
from what was heard in Bath one year ago.

A CONFESSION OF FA1TII. 

Political Anti-Slavery in this country has 

long suffered for the want of some positive and 

accredited Btatemeiit'bf its characteristic! ad 

Being fit itself a greajfand vital principled has 
not understood what manner of thing at is. 
It’s definitions of itsetlf have not half done jus¬ 
tice to its true idea. In attempting lo define 
their position’on the political arena, abolition¬ 
ists have oftenest come forward with a mere 
bills of particulars of the measures they would 
have adopted at the present exigency, as at pres¬ 
ent the inhibition of slavery to the territories, 
and the repeal of the fugitive slave law. 

The danger of restricting a vital popular 
movement to one or several measures; to the 
achievement of certain specific legislation, is 
that when tlie measure is adopted, or some 
event occurs to make it impracticable or un¬ 
necessary, the movement itself threatens to 
become paralyzed. It seems now probable 
that the Wilinot Proviso as it has been called, 
can never have the importance which it had be¬ 
fore the admission of California; and since the 
Christiana and Syracuse proceedings, that the 
- fugitive slave law will gradually become a dead 
letter, the arrests under it scarcely exceeding 
wbat the cases of avowed and unlegalized kid¬ 
napping would he were there no law for the re¬ 
covery of slaves. The attempt to confirm the 
pacification by re- affirming adhesion to the com¬ 
promise, has hitherto failed, and if it ultimate¬ 
ly succeeds as it must before the presidential 
racers are got upon the course, it will be a 
mere verbal assent to seal the lips of the lead¬ 
ers while public sentiment will be allowed to 
have its own way as heretofore. 

To my view it is clearly impracticable to pro¬ 
cure the direct repeal of the Fugitive Slave 
Law, and it is a waste of human energy to di¬ 
rect efforts towards such a result. The Con¬ 
gress and President that could repeal the Fu¬ 
gitive Slave Law could dissolve the Union or 
could abolish slavery in tfie whole land- Y'et 
the Fugitive Slave Law was practically repeal¬ 
ed at Christiana when Gorsuch was shot.— 
Those conscientious people who propose to obey 
it till its repeal, unless they mean this kind of 
repeal, promise it an eternal fidelity. A peo¬ 
ple's laws can never bo a great deal worse than 
themselves, partly because the people create 
the laws, partly because when they are unjust 
there is a sentiment or convictjon that counter¬ 
acts them. To the slaveholder too, it is as a 
general thing a mere delusion. If you except 
those casc3 where some infamous and out-law- 
ed persons have seized and hurried into slavery 
men and women for tho mere rascality of the 
thing, as tho same kind of criminals would 
have done without the facilities of this law, I 
doubt if slaves have ever been reclaimed but 
for political purposes. As a measure of Ibusi- 
ness or trade it does not pay. There are l oo many 
impediments in the way, both physical and 
moral. Men will sometimes, under the impulse 
ot feeling, sacrifice their private interest for the 
purpose of some public effect, but generally in 
business matters, business maxims govern. I 
am not therefore one that expect to see many 
executions of this diabolical law, which so li¬ 
bels our national humanity. If the proportion 
of recaptures should at any time amount to one 
per cent, of the escapes it might be found nec¬ 
essary to increase some of the present impedi¬ 
ments in the way of the business. 

Since then political anti-slavery is something 
independent of the entire abandonment of the 
Wilmot Proviso or of the repeal of the Fugi¬ 
tive Slave Law, what does it propose? Simply 
the elevation to citizenship with all its rights and 
immunities of every slave in thft United States .— 
It is not for us to make qualifications or reser¬ 
vations in this purpose. Let them do so whose 
interest it is. If we are told that we have no 
right to interfere with slavery in the independ¬ 
ent States, oqr reply is, that we are bound by 
no pledge and no compromises which require 
us in the court of conscience to give any sup¬ 
port to slavery anywhere ; and as tho correct 
statement of a fact, that we cannot reach slavery 
to abolish it by law in the States, we yield to 
that as we must to a mere physical obstacle.— 
If we have followed a wild beast to his den and 
our weapons are not long enough to reach him, 
it will not be unconstitutional for us to make a 
smoko on our own premises nor for the winds 
of heaven to drive it into the cave until it be¬ 
comes discomfortable in there, so far as the wild 
beast is concerned. 

Tho whole field of opinion and of sentiment 
is open to us, and it is on this field and not in 
the courts of law or halls of legislature that tho 
contest with American Slavery is to be mainly 
fought. Congress has done many remarkable 
things over which that most flexible of all 
parchments, the Constitution has by dint of 
straining and log rolling been duly stretched.— 
It is not to be supposed that the brightest men 
in this brightest nation on earth have not suf¬ 
ficient inventive genius to make anythin^ con¬ 
stitutional which they wish, to do. 

The Anti-Slavery men will go into the next 
political campaign not for cheap postage, or low 
tariff, nor for free homsteads, or for or against 
the compromise, but for the abolition of Slave¬ 
ry. That is all. They will nominate and vote 
for men in favor of abolishing Slavery. They 
will discuss the abolition of Slavery on the 
stump and in their presses. They will offer 
this issue to their political opponents. They 
will continue to do this until Slavery is abolish¬ 
ed. Some persons think that this is a Tery con¬ 
temptible basis of a party. They think vast 
dignity would be added to this project by ex¬ 
pressing some opinion one way or the other 
about the site of a Custom House, or the ter¬ 
minus of a road, or the percentage of a tariff_ 

Perhaps it would. I dare say there is a right 
and wrong about those other matters too ; but 
in stating the position of things with anything 
like candor, it must oc told that the only one 
question upon which abolitionists are entirely 
agreed is abolitionism. 

It is a matter of comparative indifference 
what attitude the parties indifferent to Slavery 
may take. Claiming for themselves a perma¬ 
nent character, a necessary existence, their 
whole policy has been so fickle and Protean as 
to defy any kind of classification or deiiniH™

The Lincoln County Convention met at Bath 
February 12 and 13, 1852, discussed and adopt¬ 
ed the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That as antislavery men, we 
have undiminished confidence in the truthful¬ 
ness of our principles, and, also, in the wise 
and peaceful adaptation of measures to the re¬ 
moval of slavery from this nation. 

2. Resolved, That the amount of our obli¬ 
gation to labor for any good object does not de¬ 
pend upon the degree of success attending our 
efforts, but upon the will of God a3 revealed in 
his word. 

3. Resolved, That all slaveholding, or the 
holding or treating human beings as property, 
or claiming the right so to do, is in its own na¬ 
ture in principle and practice, in the church and 
out of it, and under all circumstances, a'erying 
sill against God, and like all other sins, ought 
to be immediately and universally abandoned. 

4. Resolved, That the obligation to oppose 
this sin, whether in the church or in the State, 
in all its developments to the utmost \vmU a 0 f 
our ability is universal and peremptory, there¬ 
fore, all apologists for this abomination, togeth¬ 
er with all who profess to occupy neutral ground 
in regard to it, and, in short, all who do not 
rigorously oppose it, are involved in it, and 
must share the responsibility and results of its 
existence and continuance. 

5. Resolved, That one of the worst develop¬ 
ments of slavery is the wide spread moral gan¬ 
grene, which it has diffused throughout the 
church at the North, poisoning the fountains 
of benevolence, infusing its spirit into our lit. 
erature, corrupting our institutions, and para- 
lizing our moral and benevolent energies. 

6. Resolved, That it is the duty of all anti- 
slavery Christians to withdraw their member¬ 
ship and support from all those churches, and 
missionary bodies, who refuse, after sufficient 
admonishing, to separate themselves from slave¬ 
holders and slavehunting influences. 

7. Resolved, That slaveholders being disor¬ 
derly walkers, are not proper subj’eets for either 
Christian or church fellowship. 

8. Resolved, That we never can expect the' 
peaceable overthrow of slavery in this land 
while the popular religion of the country is the 
right arm of its support. 

9. Resolbed, That this convention will use its 
host endeavors to double the list of subscribers 
to the Inquirer in this county, within the next 
three months. 

10. Resolved, That it is the solemn duty of 
all honest men to interpose the shield of justice 
and religion, in behalf of the free colored pop¬ 
ulation of the country, whose extermination is 
decreed as a part of the late infamous compro¬ 
mise measures in favor of slavery. 

11. Resolved, That the Fillmore Act called 
the fugitive law is ah outrage on the constitu¬ 
tion, an insult to freedom and common sense, a 
triumph of tyranny over the spirit of free gov¬ 
ernment, through he treachery of doughfaces; 
a shame to civilization, and a daring defiance of 
the Almighty, the guill and shame of which 
should be distributed among its original authors 
and subsequent supporters, whether cotton bag 
“union” saviors, political office hunters, or the 
pious chaplains of both. 

II hereas, The constant dissemination of 
knowledge on the subject of slavery among the 
people, is our only reliance, under Providence 
for the success of the cause of American liber¬ 
ty, and whereas the means requisite for this 
purpose must he obtained by the accumulation 
of small amounts which we believe the friends 
of this cause both men, women and children, 
would gladly appropriate: 

Resolved, That a Lincoln County Tract Soci¬ 
ety be organized for the circulation of cheap 
tracts among all the families in the county.— 
That the Society be organized by the choice of 
an Executive Committee, of five members, who 
shall appoint solicitors, male and female, in the 
several towns ; obtain and circulate the tracts, 
call the annual meetings ; and that one of the 
committee shall be Treasurer and Depositary. 

Rev. George Thompson lectured before the 
convention, giving an interesting account of his 
labors in Africa, as a missionary. 

The meeting was characterized by union of 
feeling and effort, and a firm determination tp 
sustain the Anti-slavery cause.
